Tho Chautauqua grapo bolt 
extends 
through Erie county westward to i>ic. 
It occupios a strip from ilve to eight miles 
in width along tho soutihorn shores ofLako 
Ifirie. The nuinliorof acros bearing grapes 
last year was SO.OUO. This year 35,0(mj acres 
•would have been bearing. Tho vinos wero 
loaded down with blossom buds Sunday 
evening, and today, from one end of tho 
belt to tho othor, tho vineyards avo noth- 
ing but blackouod ruins, and have the ap- 
pearance of having been visited by ilro. 


Throe thousand six hundred freight cars 
were loaded from tho belt last st»ason. Tho 
total number of baskets reached 10,800,- 
000, 
To this number 
3,000.000 
might 
safely bo added fur increased acreage this 
year. 


Broclvtou, generally known as tho cen- 
ter of tho Chautauqua grapo belt, is in 
mourning. 
Nothing is raised thoro but 
grapes, and tho frost cut them all down. 
Tho grapü growers are demoralized. 


MILWAUKICE, May U.—Tiio tompuraturo 
fell last night, and thero was another 
heavy frost during tho night. 
Snow fell 
at Depero, Manitowoc, Madison, Chippewa 
Falls, Oshkofeh, Apploton, Mauiwa, Wau- 
sau, Palmyra and other places in nearly 
overy section of tho state.

Reports from all 
over western Pennsylvania, eastern Ohio 
and West Virginia indicate that the frost 
was as severe thöre as horo.

'*Tho people of South Carolina have al- 
ways been law abiding, and respect tho 
constitution and courts of the Unitod 
States, but when the judges of thoso courts 
want not only to invade and trample un- 
der foot tho recognized riffhts of ourpno- 
plo guaranteed by tho federal constitution 
they havo aright to assert themsolvesand 
maintain their sovorolgnty and indepen- 
donco. This they havo ever dono and will 
continuo to do, and will resist with all tho 
means within thoir power the usurpation 
and tyranny of partisan puliticians in high 
places, who disgrace the judicial ermine. 


'*Wo cannot, nor havo we the desire, to 
resort to arms to resist his unjust decree, 
but wo can and will excri tho united ef- 
forts of a llbcii'ty loving poojiio to thwart 
tho conspii'ators who are plotting to over- 
throw our civilization, 
lu this struggle

Tho mill was run by stoam, gonerated 
in an old 
SO horso boilor. which it is re-

Thirteen mon woro employed in tho 
mill. They wero busy at work when a 
belt broko, necessitating shuttir 
down 
operations while it was being r-.-piviri'd. 
Nobody paid any attention to the Milor, 
which Wiis making stoam at a prodigious 
rato, for a hot iiro had boon kindled un- 
der it. It w»as nobody's business in par- 
ticular to mind tho boilor, for, as in most 
sawmills, everybody took a himd occa- 
sionally in firing, and except to start or 
stop the ongino, nobody paid any particu- 
lar attention to tho steam. 
Suddenly 
thero caiuo a boom as of a cannon, fol- 
lowed by a cloud of steam,

Four of tho victims woro torn limb from 
limb, and thoir remains scattored about 
the mill and tho Inimidlato vicinity. 
All 
tho victims wore terribly mangled, hav- 
ing thoir heads crushed to a jolly and be- 
ing recognizable only by their clothing, 
Tho dead workmen wero all married and 
had families. 


Tho mill was entirely domoUshed, and 
parts of tho boiler -wero thrown hundreds 
of feot.

upon the consumer. 
It is about the 
same with coal, 
Tho original article 
is of less value 
than the labor re-

the consumer. And so it is largely with 
almost everything that goes into gen- 
eral consumption.

Probably the finest 
specimen of this flower to be found in 
America to-day is a product of the slip 
sent from Japan to Mrs. Alpheus Hardy 
of Boston, and named after that lady.

The chrysanthemum did not 
-become generally known hero until 1862,

jrich and poor alike. 


The Breeders* Gazette says it recentlj

THE STONE AGE.

Kentucky* it is said, is more prolific 
in Indian relics than any other State in 
the Union, though it Avas inhabited by 
the redskins as little as any of her sister 
States or Territories. 
The land, bow- 
ever, which is now comprised in the 
border of tho State, says the Goitrier- 
Journal^ seems to have been a common 
camping pfround lor tribes in their wan- 
derini^s irom the North to the South and 
from the East to the West. 
That it was 
a common hunting ground there is no 
doubt, and its territory was constantly 
turned into a battlc-tield for the warring 
tribes. 
From tho battles fought on its 
hills and the dread marches on the river's 
borders it cume to be known as a dark 
and bloody ground, whose waters were 
m l with blood and whole forests -were 
filled with angry spirits. 


TRIBAL c u r OF STATE. 


As tribes camped and decamped, and 
mound-buildsrs moved Irom hill to hill 
and Territory to Territory, each left wit- 
nesses of its life and relics of its customs. 
It is only -wiLhin the past few years that 
the historian has turned to these dumb 
witnesses for facts and traced the history 
of a tribe by the special implements it 
used. 
From the fact that axes, arrow- 
heads and pipes, made of granite belong- 
ing exclusively to Wisconsiu, are found 
along the borders of the Licking River, 
prove conclusively that the Korthwestern 
tribes at one time or another passed over 
the land of '4iantuckee.'- 
There are 
several good collections of Indian relics 
in the State, but the finest is that owned 
by Colonel Bennett II. Young. 
It is 
made up conclusively of 
implements 
found within the borders of the State, 
and is composed of over 15,000 pieces. 


The 
most 
commom 
implement 
among the Indians was the axe, and 
more of them, with the exception of the 
arrowheads, remain than any other im- 
plement known to them. 
There have 
been only two different types of axes 
found in this State, but each type has 
such 
marked pecuUarities as to show 
that cach had its own special function in 
the daily life of the Indian, and was used 
for 
entirely 
different purposes. 
The 
shapes ot the axes seemed to have been 
conventionalized, and were common to 
all tribes, but the stone from which they 
are made denotes the part of the country 
in which they were cut and the character 
of the Indians that mailo them. 
The 
axes, which were made of Kentucky 
stone and by the local tribes are found 
in a more perfect state along the borders 
of streams. 
As a rule, those in the in- 
terior are smaller in size and of rougher 
finish. 
When axes of foreign tribes are 
found they can be traced from one sec- 
tion of the State to another with a uni- 
form system, showing that tho tribes 
from the sea entered in regular paths. 
The 
superstition is that many tribes 
whose implements are found came into 
the interior for salt. 
Axes and pipes are 
found made of the Wisconsin granite, 
showing clearly that tho Sacs and Foxes 
of that Territory once camped in this 
State, or else that tho tribes interchanged 
their commodities for use, either in war 
or peace. 


In Colonel Younc's collection 
there 
are over 4U0 axes and no two arc of the 
sumo shape, showing that each Indian 
must iiave 
been 
his own axe 
maker.

of axeSy the groove and tho grooveless axe. 
What is known as the grooved axe has a 
slot cut all around it, in which tho sap- 
plmg was placed and tied with fresh raw- 
hides, 
In this way they made their axe 


handles. 
Tho ^grooveless axe is made 
without tho depression on the sides. 
There are two remarkable specimens of 
these axes, and both were found in ad- 
joining counties» 
The grooved axo was 
dug out of amine in Boone County. The 
groove is one and one-half 
inches in 
width and passes almost entirely around 
tho axe. 
The axe itself is twelve inches 
in length, twelve inches round the cen- 
tre, and ten inchcs around the portion in 
which the groove is cut. 
The ungrooved 
axe belongs to an eariicr period, and 
shows a total lack of polish. 
It is fiat 
at one end and broadens out toward tue 
edge. 
Some of them are made with 
great care, both in selection of stone and 
in the style of edge as in shape of tho 
axe. 
Most of them are made round at 
the top, about one in every hundred 
found being square. 
The axes used in 
war were made with a dull eds;e, while 
those for domestic purposes were made 
much sharper, with an edge sufficient tc 
cut wood. 
The battle-axe is generally 
found round. 
Some of them have double 
heads, the upper part having a cone-like 
projection to it. 
These were used ex- 
clusively for war. 


Tho axe was used chiefly by the In» 
dians in building their '*dug outs," or 
canoes. 
They charred the wood and 
then dug it out with their axes. 
One 
axe found afc the birthplace of Abraham 
Lincoln, fifty years ago, is made seem- 
ingly of red stone, which seems perme- 
ated with red ochre, and marks like red 
lead pencil. There is considerable snccu- 
lation as to what tho three-ounce axes 
were used for, and the latest theory is 
that they were either made by children, 
or for the Indian 
children, 
by 
tho 
Bquaws, as toys. 
The work on them is 
of a much more fine quality than that 
on the larger ones, and they arc invari- 
ably made of flint. In the collection 
are two axes, one of which was found 
in Daviess County and the other in Muh- 
lenburg, 
that have undergone 
some 
chemical change, and are as light as 
cork. 
One of these axes which has lost 
its weight IS peculiar in shape and per- 
fectly smooth in finish. The axes were 
made with flint instruments, some of 
which have been found, but very few of 
them remain in tho whole state. 
Tho 
most peculmr specimens extant in this 
State, and which are in Colonel Young's 
collection, are two, found in Wolfe and 
Madison Counties, 
They seemed to have 
been cut from soft sandstone, and cov- 
ered with a brown enamel. 
There is 
another theory which is more generally 
accepted to be correct, however, which 
is that they laid so long in a chalybeate 
stream as to become impregnated with 
iron. 


The next implement m importance to 
the axe was the "flesher," or what is 
technically termed as celt, an implement 
used in skinning buffalo and other ani- 
mals which were killed during the hunt. 
They were also used in rubbing the skins 
while being tanned. 
The *'fleshcrs" arc 
made principally from green granite or 
flint antl rarely from limestone. 


Next to building the canoes and skin- 
ning his buffalo, the implement used for 
grinding his maize and corn was of chief 
importance to an 
Indian 
or mound 
builder. 
A number of pestles and mor- 
tar^r have been found, and in Colonel

Younij's collection there are some rare 
o 


and valuable specimens. 
The pestles are 
found in almost every conceivable shape, 
and in a great many varieties of stone, 
but the best and most used are made from 
granite. 
One of the most perfect which 
has been found was dug out of a mound 
in Bourbon County, 
It has a flat base, 
twelve inches around and four inches 
across. 
Tho handle is ten inches long, 
and at the point where the hand grasps 
it it is six inches round, taperiag to a 
sharp point. 
One of tho most iugjeni- 
ously shaped mortars was found in a 
stream in Western Kentucky, 
It 
is 
made of granite. 
It is ten inches long 
and seven inches wide,and tho depression 
in which the corn was ground is two 
inches deep. 
The sides are curved so 
tuat it could be held between the knees 
securely. 
Some of them are found made 
of thin stone, with cavities on both sides, 
These were supposed to have been used 
for grinding two kinds of poppers, roots 
or seeds, when they did not want to get 
the flavors mixed. 


It 
is estimated 
that 
an 
energetic 
Indian, or mound-builder, could make 
from four to five axes or spear-heads, in 
a year, it retjuiring a much longer time 
to shape a pestle or a pipe. 
A pipe has 
been found of such wonderful workman- 
ship that it is believed by »pecialists that 
many years—and in some cases a lifetime 
—were reguired to have made it.

dolenee there are few men of any occu- 
pation who work harder or who live 
a life of greater simolicity. He was born 
in Now York in 1829, the son of a mer- 
chant in that city, and after a school 
education at the Columbia College Gram- 
mar School he entered Rutgers College 
and went through the regular course, 
graduating in his eighteenth year. 
He 
then went to Harvard, frcJm which he 
graduated A. B. in 1848, taking the M. 
A. degree in 1851. 
After ordination he 
•worked in the mission field in Grace 
Church,ElizabethportjN. J., auQin 1853 
accepted a call as rector of the newly 
organized Grace Church, of Elizabeth. 
Here ho remained for ten years, holding, 
along -with his Sabbath services, daily 
morning and evening prayer and weekly 
communion. 


In 1864 ho became rector of Grace 
Church in Brooklyn, and remained there 
for five years, following his usual methods 
of severe and careful -work. 
In 1869 
he accepted the rectorship of St. Mark's 
Church, Philadelphia, 
and during his 
first year in the new field organized the 
first "workingmen's club ever formed in 
this country. 
In 1879 he was elected 
dean of the theological scmicary after 
having twice declined the oiler of that 
jîosition. 
Since his election he has se- 
cured over $750,000 to add to the invested 
funds for the seminary. From *'wo dilap- 
idated looking old gray buildmgs, the 
college structures have grown to bo a 
crowd. 
The 
Hoffman 
millions 
have 
figured 
conspicuously 
in all 
improve- 
ments and additions to the seminary, 
and the Hoffman brains have made those 
substantial buildings, 
equipments and 
endowments a possibility. 


The dean is much sought after as a 
trustee tor religious and 
educational 
societies. 
He is the author of various 
religious works, and the benefit of his 
•wealth has been extended to churches 
and chapels all over the land.— Ghicago 
Herald.

alone by the satisfaction of seeing, as 
I did, some 700 of these 
abandune 
wretches, after the troops had retaken 
the city, 
securely caged, 
awaiting 
Cayenne, or execution, in the Oran- 
gerie at Yer.sailles; surely, the fair 
sex, even in the reign ofc' terror, could 
not have appeared to more 
hideous 
disadvantage than 
these women 
of 
Paris in the second siege; though it 
must never be forgotten that the 
highest as well as the lowest mo- 
tives actuated French women of 
all 
grades at that time, and that sisters of 
charity, vivandieres, and others who 
then came to the fore, justified one's 
adding to the old proverb, "Le monde 
est le livre des 
femme"—specially 
Franco, 
It is, in fact, quite a relief 
to refer to tho heroines I, over and 
over again, came across during that, 
my first campaign, amongst whom 1 
may mention the daughter of a man 
of independent means, who not only 
handed over his entire wealth toward 
war expenses, but also took up arms 
with his three sons, all of whom died 
in tho service of their country, while 
(yet in her teens) the dead patriot's 
one remaining child took a situation 
at ft cafe chantant at Havre, 
where, 
with the tri-color wrapped about her, 
Hho furthered tho cause by nightly 
singing—sad at heart as she was-- 
patriotic songs to the enthusiastic sol- 
diery; amongst whom, by the way, 
was a young French-tireur, 
whose 
youthful, well defined features and 
slim contour were remarked by every 
one, till it was afterward discovered, 
when laid low by ft bullet, that this 
graceful warrior was olso a woman; 
nor was ihis by any means an isolated 
case during the Franco-Prussian cam- 
jiaign, in which many women were to 
thus be lound on the war ])ath. 


Taking events iu the order in which 
they happened, I recall a romatic in- 
cident which I witnessed during the 
battle of Jiohobea in the Spanish (Car- 
list) war of 1874. 


One woman alone had I'emained in 
that hotly Bhelied village of Behobea, 
the others having escaped across the 
frontier 
river, 
the Biddasoa, 
into 
France. 
Maraqueta—for such was her 
name—loved a young Carlist soldier 
whom she had almost unmanned by de- 
terminingthus to remain withhim. She 
was at Jasl persuaded to take i\p a coin- 
jjaratively safe pusitiun on the balcony 
of a house fituuted near the barricade, 
which, with others, her lover btoutly 
defended fts our reijublican 
troops 
Bwept the streets from end to end with 


rushed from man to man. 
Times out 
of number, too, have I also seen them 
tending the wounded out iu the open, 
quite regardless of self, in the hail of 
lead with which 
brutalized 
troojDS 
greeted them, and by which in many 
cases they were sent to their 
last 
account, while eniraged in this final 
act of heroism. 


A VIVANDIERI:. 


In Servia I was much with the Bed 
Cross sisters and doctors, who, as they 
always do, distinguished 
themselves 
brilliantly in their self-sacrificing de- 
votion to the sick and wounded, 
I 
am here reminded how on one oc- 
casion, wben bringing from Semen- 
driato Belgrade 
teventeen 
maimed 
siddiers, 1 elfeoted the journey partly 
in a sort of tumble-down steam bargo 
and partly in requisitioned wagons. 
It was m the small hours we arrived at 
Belgrade hospital, yet the Bed Cross 
nurses, already nearly worn out with 
fatigue, were indefatigablo in their 
minibti'iitiuns to my contingent 
of 
wounded, 
working throughout 
the 
whole night to alleviate the pain of 
the ßufierers. 


As an instance of the ruling passion 
being strong in death, I may mention 
the fact that only two of my charges 
died; one on the bTirge during tho 
journey, the other in hospital. 
When 
the case of the latter was found to be 
hopeless, he was told that if he had 
any si^ecml wish it should, if possible, 
be complied with. 
For sume time he 
was silent, then, with a bright smile, 
bayonet 
and 
firebrand. 
Bally upon 
he looked up into her anxiously sym- 


pathetic face and said, "Apples." 
I 
at once rushed out and returned with 
several; he seized them with nervous 
energy 
and 
commenced 
devouring 
one ravenously, 
dying, in fact, in 
the eiFort before ho could finish it. 


Foremost amongst distinguished wo- 
men on tho war path was the Queen of 
Boumania ("Carmen Silva"). 
My first 
acquaintance with this moat fascinat- 
ing sovereign was at the Red Cross 
hospital at Bucharest, Conigsby, the 
London Times correspondent, who was 
with me at the time, had just left 
Philipopolis, where Lady Strangford 
was ftlso devoting her best onei'gieB to 
the succor of the wounded. 
"Tell 
me," said her Majesty (then Princess 
Elizabeth) in excellent English, "bow 
many beds has Lady Strangford in her 
hospital?" 
"Forty-eight, your Ma- 
jesty." 
"Then tell her ladyship,wben 
next you seo her, Mr. Conigsby, that 
1 have 
fifty-four." 
Her 
womanly 
pride raised her above her social sta 
tion. 
"Carmen Sylva" was six to the

good; there was a merry 
twinkle in 
that royal eye. 


A romance worth remembering took- 
place while I was at Plevna, which 
curiously affected the destinies of a 
certain tiny damsel, who was found 
left behind in a shattered Bulgarian 
hut by the advancing Bu^eian troops. 
At the end of the war this little waif 
was tenderly cared for and educated 
by the ofiicers and men of the regi- 
ment which had found her, developing 
eventually into ft very lovely and ac- 
omplished girl who only a few years 
since married a dashing young lieu- 
tenant of that same corps which had 
been instrumental iu saving her life. 


Surely fact is stranger than fiction. 
Here is yet another instance of a Rus- 
sian cavalry officer who, having just 
married, was about to start on hi« 
honeymoon when war being declared, 
he was ordered instanterto the front, 
whither, in defiance of military per- 
mission, which could never have been 
accorded, his young wife, circumvent- 
ing an enormous number of dilHcul- 
tie?, succeeding in following him, and 
where on severid occasions I paw her 
riding around the lines, often drawing 
fire irom the Turkish ritle pits. 
She 
somehow managed to remain, never- 
theless, throughout the greater part of 
the siege, much, as her husband told 
me to his own discomfiture, his anx- 
iety for her safety almost eclipsing 
his sense of duty. 


SWLSS CUTTAGE. 


A Pleasing Jind Kitectlve Deslijn In 
Architecture When Americanized. 


(Copyright 18U5.) 


There are some styles of architec- 
ture that are particularly fitted to 
American climatic 
and 
social con- 
ditions. 
There nre 
others that can 
seldom bo used with good eiTect, but 
inasmuch as there are occasional calls 
for the construction 
of huuses of 
these styles, it is fitting that they 
should be considered. 


The design illustrated herewith is 
that of ft Swiss cottage—a fstyle that is 
not fitted for this country in general. 


Swiss architecture is the outgrowth 
of the needs and conditions ol the in- 
habitants of Switzerland, and like all 
National institutions is most appro- 
Ijriate to its natural surruundings. 
The life of tho Swiss i^easant ia divid- 
ed by his occupations into two sea- 
sons—the Rummer, when he is watch- 
ing and tending his cattle on tho high 
Alps, and tho winter, 
when he is 
I'urced to find shelter from the rigor- 
ous climate, with its fierce storms, in 
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ARC/f/r^croN^y. 


the low-lying, secluded valleys. 
His 
summer home is a log hut placed be- 
hind Sumo projecting rock that will 
break tho sweep of the wind. 
This is 
the chalet, and on the mountain side 


it produces ft most picturosquo ap- 
pearancG, thoroughly in keeping with 
surrounding nature. 
But the winter

residence—the Swiss cottage, so-called 
is an elaborate example of the fanci- 


ful in architecture, combined with and 
molded 
for tho needs and require- 
ments of the inhabitants of this pic- 
turosque though trying (as to climate) 
country. 
The most striking feature 
of these cottages is the roof, which to 
American eyes seems almost flat, and 
as ft matter of fact is built at an anglo 
of about 155 degreer, projecting well 
over the cottage side to keep the win- 
dows, balconies, porches and piazza 
clear of the heavy fftlls ot snow whicii 
are FO characteristic of this country, 
drifting to amazing heights. 


Swiss architecture, as built in this 
country, has been, shall we say, some- 
what Americanized, and the accom- 
panying sketch shows a structure that 
would be 
effective and pleasing if 
erected in a suitable location. 
Tho 
latter point is ono upon which an 
architect, versed as well in the techni- 
cal points of landscape, should be con- 
sulted, as manv a man spending his 
money freely but not discreetly iu tho 
erection of a house, has found too 
late that ho has made a serious mis- 
take in trusting too confidently to his 
own taste. 
It may be found neces- 
sary for him to sell a house that has 
cost him thousands of dollars, and be- 
cause of its expressing too strongly 
his own individuality, he finds ho will 
not be able to realize ft third oi: his 
investment. 
It is the proper duty of 
the architect not only to draw plans 
but to ftdvise with his client upon the 
general 
style, 
accommodation 
and 
arrangement of the house to be chosen, 
as well fts, and perhaps above all, to 
see that it harmonizes with its sur- 
roundings and suits the artistic de- 
inards of the neighborhood. 


The design illustrating this article 
would be much out ot place by tho 
seashore, but for a country residenco 
or tho suburbs of a city, where tho 
land is not ilat but rather mountain- 
ous or hilly, its tasteful and titriking. 
ajjpearance would be most appropriate. 
A brief description is given as fol- 
lows :

Three thousand five hundred and six- 
teen dollars is the cost fgr this design 
as described, not including heater, th€ 
estimate being based on New York 
prices for material ai^d labor, but in 
many sections of the country the cost 
should be less.

Water alone can be used for cooking 
any of the cereals, but most 
of 
them 
are richer and finer flavored when the 
liquid used is milk and water, 
mixed 
in about equal ¡jroportious. 
Especi- 
ally is this the caso with barley, rice, 
hominy and farina. 
The quantity of 
salt that should be used in cooking 
cereals is largely a matter in individual 
taste, as some people like 
consider- 
able, and others very little salt in their 
food. 
A safe general rale, 
however, 
to follow is to add half a 
teaypoonfal 
of salt to each pint of liquid. 


All cereals can be cooked very 
per- 
fectly in an ordinary agate ware or 
porcelain lined stewpan, if carefully 
watched and stirred; but, as mucla 
stirring renders cereals starchy, and 
robs them of a good deal of their linest 
flavors, 
a double 
boiler, 
frequently 
called a farina boiler, is much the best 
and most convenient utensil for cook- 
ing mushes and grains of every kind. 
To cook cereals i n a double 
boiler: 
Fill 
the outside boiler two-thirds full 
of boiling water, 
put tho necessary 
quantity of liquid in the inside ket- 
tle, add the requisite amount of 
salt, 
and when it boils sprinkle in the grain 
or meal, stirring slowly until it swells 
or thickens enough to keep it 
from 
settling to the bottom of thj 
kettle. 
Then 
cease stirring and let it 
boi 
slowly until 
thoroughly cooked. 
All 
mushes thicken in coolin?, 
and 
in 
preparing cereaU to be eaten cold the 
proportion 
of liquid 
should bo 
in
